A possible slackening of 
environmental regula¬ 
tions to save Nova Sco¬ 
tians cash on their power 
bills is being met with 
sharp criticism from the 
opposition. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said on Tuesday the gov¬ 
ernment will consider 
loosening regulations on 
mercury emissions as one 
option to reduce a poten¬ 
tial Nova Scotia Power rate 
hike. 

“What we want to do ul¬ 
timately is make sure that 
we are achieving the goals 
that we set out,” he said. 

“If we can do that in a 
more efficient way from a 
ratepayer’s perspective 
then of course we want to 
be able to consider how 


that gets done.” 

Dexter’s comments 
came a week after Energy 
Minister Bill Estabroolcs 
said everything is on the 
table to soften the burden 
on ratepayers. 

But Liberal energy critic 
Andrew Younger said mer¬ 
cury emissions count for 
only a portion of the rate 
increase. 

Younger accused the 
government yesterday of 
deliberately misleading 
the public, calling the 
emissions standards de¬ 
bate a “red herring.” 

“Why not focus the 
public discussion on what 
is the long-term solution 
to all these rate increases, 
instead of talking about 
the short-term political 
gains,” said Younger. 

“Which they probably 
will never (reduce regula¬ 
tions) anyway.”

Passengers 
injured by 
turbulence 

The U.S. government yester¬ 
day began investigating 
how a United Airlines jetlin¬ 
er hit severe turbulence on 
a flight over Kansas, injur¬ 
ing at least 22 and jolting 
one woman out of her seat 
so forcefully that she left a 
crack when she hit the side 
of the cabin, authorities 
and a witness said. 

The Tuesday flight was 
the airline’s third this year 


during which passengers 
were hurt because of turbu¬ 
lence. The flight originated 
in Washington and was 
headed to Los Angeles. It 
was diverted to Denver, 
where it landed safely and 
was met by medical crews. 

There were conflicting 
reports on injuries. Denver 
Health said a total of 21 
people were taken to five 
hospitals. 

The FAA said earlier that 
30 were injured, one criti¬ 
cally, but Denver Health of¬ 
ficials said they had no 
record of anyone in critical 
condition.

O GOP says bill is unfair to banks 
O Regulators must now write rules 


Revelling over a new mile¬ 
stone in his presidency, a 
triumphant Barack Obama 
yesterday signed into law 
the most sweeping over¬ 
haul of lending and high-fi- 
nance rules since the Great 
Depression, adding safe¬ 
guards for millions of con¬ 
sumers and aiming to 
restrain Wall Street excess¬ 
es that could set off a new 
recession. 

The president’s signing 
ceremony capped nearly 
two years of intense debate 
over how to avoid a recur¬ 
rence of the 2008 financial 
meltdown that buckled the 
U.S. economy and left 
sharp, lasting imprints on 
the nation’s politics and in 
Americans’ homes. 

In a midterm election 
season that has dented his 
public support, Obama 
sought to put the complex 
law in poclcetboolc terms. 
Emphasizing provisions 
that guard borrowers from 
abusive lenders, he claimed 
“the strongest financial pro¬ 
tections for consumers in 
the nation’s history.” 

The president sought to 
quell public anger over the 
$700 billion bank rescue 
fund the government creat¬ 
ed at the height of the crisis 
to reassure the markets. 
While the infusion is credit¬ 
ed with providing stability,

the public recoiled at the 
idea of taxpayer money be¬ 
ing used to help prop up 
huge banks. 

The law gives regulators 
new authority to liquidate 
large, interconnected finan¬ 
cial firms that are failing. 

The law assembles an in¬ 
fluential council of regula¬ 
tors to be on the lookout for 
risks across the finance sys¬ 
tem. It also crates a power¬ 
ful independent consumer 
financial protection bureau 
within the Federal Reserve 
to write and enforce new 
regulations covering lend¬ 
ing and credit. 

It places shadow finan¬ 
cial markets that previously 
escaped the oversight of 
regulators under new 
scrutiny and gives the gov¬ 
ernment new powers to 
break up companies that 
threaten the economy. 

Wall Street banks have 
welcomed some provisions 
in the bill but have opposed 
others, the associated press

Unemployment has been 
one of my most humbling 
experiences, up there with 
divorce, nearly dying, and 
contemplating Conrad 
Black's ego. 

I was recently jobless for 
three months, the longest 
stretch of my life.

Not only 
was I unemployed, I was 
bad at being unemployed. 
If you have ever used the Cana¬ 
da Job Bank, you know there are 
no jobs in this country unless you 
are a tradesman, a dental 
assistant, or a line cook.

Now I live in 
Toronto, where 
most of the in¬ 
terviews involve 
a tired-loolcing 
recruiter sitting 
next to a stack 
of resumes the 
size of the late 
Gary Coleman 
and hitting me 
with a long 
string of hypo¬ 
thetical and eth¬ 
ical questions. For example: “If 
you were on shift and your super¬ 


visor was asleep, but he had told 
you specifically not to wake him, 
and the supervisor was YOUR 
DAD, what would you do?” 

“My dad’s name is Bob,” I’d re¬ 
ply. “Do you know him?” 

After a couple months of this I 
started to wear down. But then I 
broke through and found a great 
job. 

If you look at it one way, I 
stuck with it even through the 
dark times and proved to myself I 
can do whatever I set my mind to. 

In another, more accurate way, 
I got a job without an interview 
and at a place where my boss 
knows my mom. Remember: If 
you’re looking for work, her 
name is Margie.

Alex 
Chisholm, who works for 
the Rio Theatre in Vancou¬ 
ver acknowledges that 
Rocky is a staple but also 
tries to mix things up a lit¬ 
tle bit.

melodrama The Room and 
also The Good, The Bad, 
and The Ugly — a ’60s 
Western widely considered 
to be a true classic.

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Commercial work a 
lucrative industry for 
Canadian actors - but 
not for everyone 

O Linda Kash has a heavenly gig O But some actors fear that attaching 
their face to a brand could be career suicide 


Linda Kash has a heavenly 
acting gig. 

As the impish angel 
with the handsome 
manservant in Kraft's 
Canadian Philadelphia 
Cream Cheese TV commer¬ 


cials, she's been a familiar 
face for viewers for the 
past 16 years — and had a 
steady paycheque the 
whole time. 

Such a scenario is rare 
in this country's acting 


community, she explains. 

“I'm well aware that as 
an actor in Canada, this 
has been very, very good 
for me,” says Kash, a Mon¬ 
treal native who lives in 
Cavan, Ont., and has ap¬ 


peared on a slew of series, 
including Seinfeld. 

“Because it's given me 
recognition that isn't 
harmful; it has given me, 
as an actor, income that I 
can more or less count on 


or that I have been able to 
count on, which is kind of 
unheard of.” 

Murdoch Mysteries star 
Yannick Bisson is also find¬ 
ing similar perks with his 
long-running national 
commercial campaign. 

As a spokesman for 
CIBC, he's starred in sever¬ 
al of their TV and radio 
spots and his smiling face 
is plastered all over CIBC 
posters and on instant- 
teller screens. 

“It's a little more than I 
bargained for but I could¬ 
n't be happier,” says Bis¬ 
son, who hails from 
Montreal and lives in 
Toronto. 

“The benefits are six ze¬ 
roes - no, I'm kidding, it's 
great. It does definitely put 
you in a different place in 
your career.” 

But while some Canadi¬ 
an actors say commercial 
work pays the rent, others 
counter that it's not worth 
the risks. 


Toronto native David 
James Elliott says if you’re 
not a big name and you're 
just doing a one-off ad, the 
experience can be a 
turnoff. 

“I was like the commer¬ 
cial king in Toronto before 
I moved to Los Angeles,” 
explains Elliott, who was 
known as the Molson Diy 
guy before he made it big 
on the series JAG. 

These days, he stars on 
Scoundrels. 

“I stopped doing them 
when I went onto Street 
Legal because you'd go on 
these sets and they'd just 
treat you like a piece of 
meat with no respect at all 
and I went, ‘You know 
what? I don't need this 
anymore, thankfully, and I 
don't want to be a part of 
them,’” he says. 

Then there's the lack of 
control over what a com¬ 
mercial will look like. 

“They come and they 
go but while they're there,

Those ads - in which 
she's lying around the 
house in tank tops and 
silky robes, chatting on 
the phone as candles flick¬ 
er in the background - are 
now immortalized on 
YouTube. 

Kash says she doesn't 
feel her career has been 
hurt by being the longtime 
face of Philly Cream 
Cheese yet. 

But her actor-friend Ted 
Simonett wasn't so lucky 
with his eight-year role as 
“The Canadian Tire Guy,” 
which ended in 2006 when 
the company ditched the 


campaign after a backlash 
against his character. 

Simonett's bearded 

handyman role came 
across to some viewers as 
irritating and became the 
subject of a string of biting 
parodies, both online and 
on comedy series includ¬ 
ing “This Hour Has 22 Min¬ 
utes.” 

Simonett did not return 
requests for an interview, 
but Kash recalls that the 
parodies seemed harmful 
to the brand. 

“It became kind of a 
joke,” she says. 

Kash says actors must 
take responsibility for 
what brand they're repre¬ 
senting. 

Elliot said actors are in 
danger of linking them¬ 
selves to the product.

I ln a bowl, combine oil, 
lime rind, lime juice, 
coriander, chili powder 
and garlic. Set aside 45 
ml (3 tbsp) of the mix¬ 
ture in a large bowl for 
the dressing. Rub 
remaining mixture 
over both sides of 
steak. Cover and refrig¬ 
erate for at least 30 
minutes or up to 4 
hours. 

2 Meanwhile, oven toast 
tortillas. Spray both 
sides of tortillas with 
cooking spray; place in 
a single layer on a bak¬ 
ing sheet. Bake in a 
180 C (350 F) oven for 
10 minutes or until 
crisp and lightly 
browned. 

3 Pat steak dry; season 
with salt and pepper. 
Grill over medium- 
high, about 5 minutes 
per side for medium- 
rare. Let rest before 
slicing. 

4 Meanwhile, in a large 
skillet over medium- 
high, heat 15 ml (1 tb¬ 
sp) of the oil. Add 
onion and garlic; cook 
until onion is softened, 
about 4 minutes. Add 
mushrooms; cook until 
all liquid is released, 
about 5 minutes. 
Reduce heat to 
medium; add 
tomatoes and 
corn. Cook, 
stirring, just 
until softened,

Top Sirloin Tostada 

• 500 g (1 lb) beef top sir¬ 
loin grilling steak, about 
2.5 cm (1 inch) thick 

• 8 whole-wheat flour tor¬ 
tillas, each about 18 cm (7- 
inch) in diameter 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) 
vegetable oil 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) 
chopped red onion 

• 2 cloves garlic, minced 

• 500 ml (2 cups) each 
quartered mushrooms and 
grape tomatoes, halved 

• 500 ml (2 cups) fresh or 
thawed corn kernels 

• 250 ml (1 cup) shredded 
lettuce 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) minced 
fresh coriander or parsley 

• Salt and pepper, to taste 
Marinade/Dressing 

15 ml(1tbsp)each 
vegetable oil and grated 
lime rind 

50 ml (1/4 cup) lime juice 
(about 2 limes) 

30 ml (2 tbsp) minced 
fresh coriander or parsley 
15 ml (1 tbsp) chili powder 
4 large cloves garlic, 
minced 

about 5 minutes. 


Meanwhile, whisk re¬ 
maining oil into 
reserved marinade to 
complete the dressing. 
Thinly slice steak; add 
to dressing along with 
mushroom mixture, 
lettuce and coriander, 
tossing gently to 
coat. Pile 125 ml 
( 1/2 cup) of the 
beef mixture on 
each tortilla to serve.

Oilers owner 
urges city to

Edmonton Oilers owner 
Daryl Katz told city coun¬ 
cillors yesterday his NHL 
team is running millions 
of dollars in the red and 
that he needs taxpayer 
dollars to help him build a 
franchise-saving 18,000- 
seat downtown rink. 

“Some might say the 
Oilers are just a hockey 
team, but I think we all 
know they’re much more 
than that,” Katz told coun¬ 
cillors. “But this team is al¬ 
so a business, and like any 
business it needs a sound 
financial base in order to 
be sustainable, which to¬ 
day it is not.” 

Paul Marcaccio, Katz’s 
chief financial officer, told 
councillors that the Oilers 
are severely disadvantaged 
by being in the league’s 
smallest market, which 
limits how much they can 
charge for ads and broad¬ 
cast rights. He said, more 
importantly, the Oilers are 
also the only NHL team 
that doesn’t get revenue 
from non-hoclcey events 
held at their home rink.
